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Tabor Students Help "Enrich" at Sippican 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

While many district schools are struggling to 
meet the state standards in MCAS, the Sippican School 
2009 MCAS scores showed a satisfactory growth curve 
above the state average, leading the school to collect 
data from comparable districts to see how they rate 
against their socio-economic peers, like Cohasset and 
Sandwich school systems. Although the school is proud 
of their collective progress, they want to see the growth 
curve continue, and part of that growth is promoted 
with two projects: tutoring from Tabor students, and the 
"enrichment wheel". 

The "enrichment wheel" was Interim Principal 
Lyn Rivet's idea. In the enrichment wheel (also referred 
to as the "flex wheel"), students are broken up into small 
groups of 5 or 6 and are rotated among different staff to 
expand their knowledge of various subjects. Among the 
teachers students visit are Enrichment Teacher Stacey 
Soucy for math, Erin Sullivan for art, and most recently, 
the students have been receiving media presentations at 
the school library. 

The enrichment wheel gives the opportunity to 
reinforce core concepts like reading and "number sense" 
(basic mathematical operations) to struggling students, 
but it also gives the chance to let advanced students 
really expand their knowledge with some one-on-one 
exploration of the subjects they love in a way that perhaps 
wouldn't happen in a full classroom. Enrichment teacher 
Ms. Soucy says that the Wheel is in its "pilot year," but 
she praises the model saying that it "gives extra support 
in smaller group settings" to students at all levels. 

The enrichment wheel also gives insight to 
the teachers, revealing what topics their students are

struggling in, and gives teachers the opportunity to 
reinforce concepts to students before the student actually 
falls behind. 

Another opportunity that has been keeping 
Sippican students at the head of the class is an 
arrangement with Tabor Academy students. 

Elizabeth Leary director of the tutoring program 
at Tabor Academy, says that the 48 Tabor students in 
this fall's tutoring program "really enjoy" helping grade 
school students. The Tabor students have to give up a free 
block to tutor, "and they could be sleeping in," Ms. Leary 
laughed. 

Tabor students wake up extra early to tutor 
Sippican School grade 3-6 students on Monday, Tuesday,

"They are very dedicated and we are very pleased 
with their support," said Ms. Rivet. The Tabor students 
tutor Sippican students in the subjects of Math and 
ELA (Engligh/ Language/ Arts), and have been tutoring 
students in their community service program for the past 
5 years. 

Starting in March, the students will also receive 
afternoon classes on Mandarin Chinese from Tabor 
students. Ms. Rivet said that there is a group of students 
at Tabor Academy who are enthusiastic about sharing 
their culture with the Sippican students. 

Grades 1, 5 and 6 will enjoy the Mandarin class in 
March. According to Ms. Soucy, there are approximately 
27 Tabor students from Hong Kong, Thailand and 
mainland China who are looking forward to giving a 
cultural perspective to the grade school students.

for the time-honored Tri-Town project that has been 
preparing preschool children since the 1988. 

Ms. MacKenzie runs the Project GROW Marion 
Parents Group with Kathy Bliss; the Mattapoisett group 
is run by Jill Simcox and Jen Dumas; and the Rochester 
group is headed by Heidi Dubreuil and Heather 
Bacchiocchi. The Tri-Town parent groups work together 
to raise money for Project GROW, a program that 
depends on grants, tuition and private funding. These 
parents all have an interest in Project GROW because 
they have children who are benefitting from the pre-k 
program. 

Project GROW was started by Director Jane 
Taylor and Barbara Moody who developed the program 
over twenty years ago in an effort to provide a transition 
to children entering kindergarten in the Tri-Town area. 
It works with parents and children, to start a child's 
education off on the right foot. 

Project GROW receives money through 
fundraisers and through a tuition that families pay based 
on how many days their children attend - 2 to 5 days.

"Project GROW is not an experience that you can 
describe in words/' Ms. MacKenzie said. "It has made 
a huge difference in my children. I was hesitant to send 
my kids to pre-k because they are only young once." But, 
after speaking with Jane Taylor about the Project GROW 
program, Ms. MacKenzie thought that it might be an asset 
to her shy preschool-aged daughter, Jamie.

home lost her tenant due to the light caused. 

Chairman Maguran said that the bylaw was put 
in place to stop things of that nature from happening. 
Several thuja plicata and Leyland cypress trees have been 
planted to help block out both sound and light, as well 
as a fence being installed. Mr. Gonsalves informed the 
Board and the audience as to what trees had been planted, 
although he stated, "this is not going to be enough." Both 
the Zoning and Building Commissioners need to sign off 
that it is properly screened. 

Currently, the widow's walk on the top of the 
building, which is there to hide exposed mechanics, has 
been painted the same color brown that is on the building, 
which was not agreed upon by the Board. Chairman 
Maguran stated that in order to get a temporary 
occupancy permit, Mr. Sardinha must address the lighting 
and sound issues and the color of the widow's walk 
must be changed. Mr. Sardinha said that the posts of the 
widow's walk would be painted "Lancaster white", which 
was a Board-approved color. 

Also on the agenda, the Cumberland Farms that 
abuts Eastern Bank is looking to put in twice as many 
pumps, triple its tank size and triple its canopy, while 
tearing down the building and creating one twice the size. 
According to Chairman Maguran, they are planning to 
claim "existing conforming use" for the project's permits. 
He said that would work for the gasoline pumps, but not 
for the building, as it would be a fast food/ convenience 
store and would not be zoned for such and would need 
special permits. They would first have to go through the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for the sign and canopy, but 
would have to go through the Planning Board for the site 
plan. 

The Meeting was adjourned at 8:59 pm by 
Chairman Maguran. No executive session was held. The

to heart" over what departments have accomplished over 
the past year and what their long term goals are. 

Steve Kelliher, Chairman of the Bike Path 
Committee, came before the Board with Susan Nilson 
and Cesar Duarte of CLE Engineering to present the 
progress of the bike path's Phase 1 development. Phase 1 
starts with Mattapoisett Neck Road and runs across the 
Mattapoisett River Bridge, to a salt marsh, through the 
YMCA easement, through Reservation Road, across the 
area of Eel Pond, and will end on Depot Street. 

With some of the issues surrounding the Eel 
Pond restoration project, the presentation from CLE 
Engineering wanted a back-up plan for the event that the 
restoration project creates a roadblock for permitting. One 
of the contingency plans that they presented to the Board 
was the possibility of Phase 1 ending at Reservation Road 
if there were a problem building across Eel Pond. 

The Board was not receptive to this idea, and 
wanted the Committee and CLE to continue with the 
proposed plan, which ends Phase 1 of the bike path at 
Depot St. The area of Reservation Road already has very 
little parking for the quahog fishermen, and ending the 
bike path there, even temporarily, would create a logistical 
problem. 

Another challenge presented to the bike path's 
progress is the issue of developing the path in the marsh 
area to minimize impact to the wetlands wildlife. The

dance or the style of music you would expect to hear if 
you went to see Riverdance."

another concert. The final concert is the Night of Jazz, 
which is scheduled in April. 

This is Ms. Fillio's second year at ORR as the 
band and chorus director. Ms. Fillio has also worked 
at Waltham Senior High School in Waltham, MA and 
Cathedral High School in Springfield, MA in prior years. 
She says that she always wanted to be a teacher, partly 
because her mom was a teacher. "I was raised around 
a lot of teachers," Ms. Fillio says. "They all seemed to 
love what they did and that was really inspiring." From 
a young age, Ms. Fillio was attracted to music as well. "I 
was always asking my parents for lessons on different 
instruments and once I was old enough to start taking 
lessons, I was hooked." 

According to Ms. Fillio, there is a misconception 
that the only careers in music are teaching and 
performing. "Any student interested in a career in music 
or possibly studying music beyond high school should 
be aware of the many opportunities," she says. "There 
are lots of options . . . like composing, recording, sound 
engineering, and music business, just to name a few." 

Ms. Fillio would also like to make it known that 
it is not too late for students to become involved in band 
or chorus. Typically, the members of these activities have 
been taking lessons from fourth grade and continued 
with band and chorus at the junior high. "But it is not a 
requirement to do that," Ms. Fillio says. "I would gladly 
teach students how to play an instrument or even just 
teach them a couple of notes so they can see if they like it 
before they decide if they want to commit to learning it 
to participate in band." Ms. Fillio also says that students 
don't have to formally sing in a chorus to join the high 
school chorus. "When that happens I take some time with 
that student one-on-one to figure out what voice part they 
should be on so that they feel comfortable and confident 
singing with the class," she says. 

On a final note, Ms. Fillio recommends that any 
student who is interested in joining either band or chorus 
to go speak with her, either at the holiday concert or 
during the school day.

Biochemistry is Pertinent in the Real World

On October 22, the A.P. Biology classes of Old 
Rochester Regional High School traveled to the Boston 
Museum of Science. The sun shed its warmth over the 
Boston scene and the Charles River offered its beauty 
for all to observe. The classes, taught by Mr. Kelsey and 
Mrs. Cabral, joined students from all over New England 
and attended a lecture by Dr. Catherine Drennan, MIT 
Professor. 

Upon arrival, students from ORR passed an 
hour enjoying the mesmerizing exhibits. They became 
passionate over the cotton-top Tamarin monkeys whose 
innocence and adorable faces made the fact of their 
extinction a dreadful concept. Students entertained 
themselves in a new music exhibit where they could 
have an intense "jam" session. They could interpret the 
vibrations of their voices and play the instruments of 
third-world countries. Some students even ventured into 
a birthing exhibit which left them sympathetic towards 
their mothers. 

Finally, the ORR students gathered in a lecture 
hall with students from the other schools and Dr. Drennan 
began her lecture titled "Molecules to Medicine: What 
is Chemistry?" The professor showed the audience 
her current project by using vivid photographs and a 
power point presentation. She discussed how a certain 
protein attaches to Vitamin B12 but some people have

a defective protein. She proved how one amino acid 
out of the thousands, which make up the protein can 
affect the protein's function. This disease is called PKU 
(Phenylketonuria) and causes mental retardation. Dr. 
Drennan has been working on creating a structurally 
changed Vitamin B12 molecule, which the enzymatic 
protein can attach to. The vitamin is smaller in size and 
people with this disease would have to increase their 
intake of the substance. 

Along with presenting her studies, Dr. Drennan 
enlightened the students about what it means to be a 
chemist. She revealed herself as once being a student who 
took two chemistry courses before she had any interest 
in the subject. When the professor asked the students

Esty into the Ted Bates Worldwide Organization. He is a past 
member of the New York Athletic Club, The Harvard Club of 
New York and the American Advertising Federation. 

He was appreciated for giving full credit to those 
who worked with him for their contributions to advertis- 
ing campaigns. He was also known for a wonderful sense of 
humor. His coworkers refer to the period of time that they 
worked with him as their "Camelot". 

He is survived by Mimi his loving wife of 57 years 
and dear daughter Martha, his niece Dana and nephews Rich- 
ard and Norman. He was preceded in death by his brothers 
Lee, Norman and Orville.

Local Dancer Plays 
Clara at PPAC 

The Providence Performing 
Arts Center will be presenting 
The Nutcracker December 
11 through 13. Tchaikovsky's 
Nutcracker is by definition a 
glamorous and awe-inspiring 
holiday ballet, and for the 
public, the PPAC presentation 
is always a highly anticipated 
annual show. 

The first images that are evoked when one thinks 
of The Nutcracker is the enormous Christmas tree, the 
dancing mice, and of course, the lead - Clara - all set to 
the timeless music of Tchaikovsky. 

The lead for the PPAC production of Clara will be 
played by Rochester resident Lauren Sylvia, a fifteen- 
year-old sophomore at Old Rochester Regional High 
School. This is the second year that Ms. Sylvia has 
played the coveted lead 
role, but the honor hasn't 
inflated her ego any. 
She is down-to-earth 
and still describes her 
experiences at PPAC as 
"exciting." 

Ms. Sylvia first 
started performing in the 
annual PPAC production 
of The Nutcracker when 
she was 9 years old. She 
attended dance classes at 
a studio in Providence, 
and the studio had an 
affiliation with the Performing Arts Center. Her first role 
was as a "Party Girl", which is one of the attendants of 
the lavish party in the beginning of the ballet, before 
Clara falls asleep and has a fantastic dream. 

In The Nutcracker, a young girl named Clara falls 
asleep holding onto a nutcracker after a Christmas party. 
The magical nutcracker comes to life, battles the Mouse 
Queen, turns into a prince, and takes Clara to "The Land 
of the Sweets," which includes the signature scene of 
the Dance of the Sugar Plum Fairy. "Then she wakes 
up and she realizes that she is not a little girl anymore," 
said Ms. Sylvia. "It's a good story." 




The Nutcracker itself has become synonymous 
with the Christmas season, and attending the ballet is 
an annual rite for many families. PPAC has, over the 
years, become well known for their rendition of the 
Tchaikovsky /Alexandre Dumas classic. 

According to Ms. Sylvia, the large production 
requires many of the dancers to multi-task and assume 
the roles of other characters. In addition to being Clara, 
Ms. Sylvia also plays the role of "Clara's Friend". 

Although Ms. Sylvia has enjoyed her experience 
as the lead role in a high-profile ballet, this is the last 
year that she will be Clara. "Clara's supposed to be a 
young girl," said Ms. Sylvia, who thinks that she may 
be a little too old to play the role for a third year in a 
row. There are plenty of adult roles to grow into in The 
Nutcracker though, including the scenes in Act 2 when 
the Russian, Chinese, and Arabic dances are showcased. 

For a full-time student, the rehearsal involved in the 
production has been tiring, with Ms. Sylvia averaging 
about 10 hours of practice each week on top of school 

until the performance. 
"I love doing it," Ms. 
Sylvia said. "I get 
exhausted, but it's 
worth it." 

From here, Ms. Sylvia 
has a practical plan for 
the future - a plan that 
includes dancing, but 
doesn't necessarily rely 
on it. She will continue 
dancing professionally 
for the same company, 
and she hopes to get 
offered more core roles 
in major productions. 
In addition, she'll attend college and will pursue a side 
career of dancing while she earns a Bachelor's degree in 
Math.

IVIovie Review 



New Lt.

Bad Lieutenant: Port of Call New Orleans. Starring 
Nicolas Cage and Eva Mendes. Directed by Werner 
Herzog. Running time: 122 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

There are a host of scaly, slimy critters in Bad 
Lieutenant: Port of Call New Orleans — snakes, gators, 
iguanas — and after a while we get the idea: The movie is 
about the lizard brain, the atavistic area of the mind that 
wants, hates, fears. The bad lieutenant in question is Terence 
McDonagh (Nicolas Cage), a reptile on two feet, ravenously 
snorting and smoking various iterations of cocaine. 
McDonagh does this to kill the pain in his back, which he 
injured while saving a prisoner from a flooded jail cell in the 
days after Hurricane Katrina. The New Orleans of the movie 
is a gray and blasted place, perfect stomping grounds for the 
beige-suited McDonagh, who takes advantage of the chaos to 
feed his demons. 

None of this, though, prepares us for how funny Bad 
Lieutenant is. There was another movie by that title, from 
1992, with Harvey Keitel as a soul-sick lapsed-Catholic cop 
confronting his own faith while trying to catch two guys who 
raped a nun. Keitel was a howling bulldog, drugging himself 
into quiet oblivion. This Bad Lieutenant is not a remake; 
it simply uses the title and the basic theme of a cop lost in 
addiction and corruption. The legendary director Werner 
Herzog, perhaps best known recently for Grizzly Man and 
Rescue Dawn, has always been preoccupied by obsession, 
exalted or ecstatic states of mind. McDonagh, getting high, 
has visions of iguanas, football players with antlers, and so 
on. If anything, his drug abuse makes him a better detective, 
since it frees him to make connections that sane people miss. 
He's a bit like Sherlock Holmes, who also liked to indulge in 
a sniff of powder, except McDonagh is his own Moriarty. 

The official plot has McDonagh trying to get to the 
bottom of the murders of local African drug dealers. He also 
has a prostitute girlfriend (Eva Mendes) and a gambling 
habit (Brad Dourif is his bookie, indulgent up to a point). But 




most of Bad Lieutenant is a study in extremis. Herzog has 
obviously given Nicolas Cage permission to try anything, 
and Cage responds with an overwrought jazz riff of a 
performance, abstract and near-geometrical. (In agony from 
his compressed spine, McDonagh always stands and walks 
askew, a parallelogram pumped full of poison and pain.) 
If Keitel was a seething, ticking time bomb, Cage goes 
all the way into rage and hysteria. The weird thing is that 
McDonagh's partner (Val Kilmer) might be an even dirtier 
cop than he is, but since Kilmer doesn't rhapsodize about 
touchdown-scoring elks, nobody's watching him. 

As usual, Herzog works the madness for any poetry he 
can find, as in the much-quoted scene in which McDonagh 
says of a just-killed criminal, "Shoot him again — his soul's 
still dancing," and sure enough, the soul is break-dancing to 
harmonica music from Herzog's Stroszek. On one level, the 
movie shows what happens when you hire the director of 
Fitzcarraldo to make a police procedural: Herzog couldn't 
make a mainstream movie if you held a gun to his head. And 
in Cage, Herzog has found his lizard king, beginning the 
movie by jumping into snake-infested water and ending it 
leaning against a shark tank. By that point, life has improved 
externally for McDonagh (there's a late scene that plays like 
McDonagh's wishful daydream but is, hilariously, real), but 
he's stuck with the same sharp-fanged amygdala, forever 
wanting and hating and fearing.
